AN ACT Relating to the arnmed forces license plate collection;
amendi ng RCW 46.16. 755, 73.04.115, and 41.04.007; reenacting and
amendi ng RCW 46. 16. 313, 73.04.110, and 43. 79A. 040; addi ng new secti ons
to chapter 46.16 RCW and addi ng a new section to chapter 43. 60A RCW

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEQ SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:
NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 46.16 RCW

to read as foll ows:
(1) The legislature recognizes that the arnmed forces license plate

col l ection has been reviewed and approved by the special |icense plate
revi ew board.

(2) The departnent shall issue a special license plate collection,
approved by the special license plate review board and the | egislature,
recognizing the contribution of veterans, active duty mlitary
personnel, and reservists. The collection includes five separate

desi gns, each containing a synbol representing a different branch of
the arned forces to include arny, navy, air force, marine corps, and
coast guard.

(3) Arnmed forces special license plates may be used in lieu of
regul ar or personalized license plates for notor vehicles required to
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di splay one and two notor vehicle license plates, excluding vehicles
regi stered wunder chapter 46.87 RCW upon terns and conditions
establi shed by the departnent.

(4) Upon request, the departnent nust nake available to the
purchaser, at no additional cost, a decal indicating the purchaser's
mlitary status. The departnment nmust work with the departnent of
veterans affairs to establish a list of the decals to be nmade
avai |l abl e. The list of available decals nust include, but is not
limted to, "veteran," "disabled veteran," "reservist," "retiree," or
"active duty." The departnment may specify where the decal my be
pl aced on the license plate. Decals are required to be made avail abl e
only for standard six-inch by twelve-inch Iicense plates.

(5 Arnmed forces license plates and decals are available only to
veterans as defined in RCW41.04. 007, active duty mlitary personnel,
reservists, and the spouses of deceased veterans. Upon initial
application, any purchaser requesting an arned forces |license plate and
decal will be required to show proof of eligibility by providing: A
DD- 214 or discharge papers if a veteran; a mlitary identification or
retired mlitary identification card; or a declaration of fact
attesting to the purchaser's eligibility as required under this
section.

(6) The departnment of veterans affairs nust enter into an agreenent
with the departnent to reinburse the departnent for the costs
associated wth providing mlitary status decals described in
subsection (4) of this section.

(7) Arned forces license plates are not available free of charge to
di sabl ed veterans, forner prisoners of war, or spouses of deceased
former prisoners of war under the privileges defined in RCW73.04. 110
and 73.04. 115.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 46.16 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) "Armed forces license plate collection" neans the collection of
five separate license plate designs issued pursuant to section 1 of
this act. Each license plate design displays a synbol representing one
of the five branches of the arned forces.

(2) Arned forces license plates are not available free of charge to
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di sabl ed veterans, forner prisoners of war, or spouses of deceased
former prisoners of war under the privileges defined in RCW 73. 04. 110
and 73. 04. 115.

Sec. 3. RCW46.16.313 and 2004 ¢ 221 s 3, 2004 c 48 s 3, and 2004
c 35 s 3 are each reenacted and anended to read as foll ows:

(1) The departnent may establish a fee of no nore than forty
dollars for each type of special |icense plates issued under RCW
46. 16. 301(1) (a), (b), or (c), as existing before anmendnent by section
5, chapter 291, Laws of 1997, in an anount calculated to offset the
cost of production of the special |icense plates and the adm nistration
of this program This fee is in addition to all other fees required to
register and license the vehicle for which the plates have been
requested. Al such additional special |license plate fees collected by
t he department shall be deposited in the state treasury and credited to
the notor vehicle fund.

(2) In addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
application and registration of a notor vehicle, the holder of a
collegiate license plate shall pay an initial fee of forty dollars.
The departnent shall deduct an anpunt not to exceed twel ve dollars of
each fee collected under this subsection for admnistration and

col l ection expenses incurred by it. The remaining proceeds shall be
remtted to the custody of the state treasurer wth a proper
identifying detailed report. The state treasurer shall credit the

funds to the appropriate collegiate Iicense plate fund as provided in
RCW 28B. 10. 890.

(3) In addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
renewal of a notor vehicle registration, the holder of a collegiate
license plate shall pay a fee of thirty dollars. The departnent shal
deduct an anmount not to exceed two dollars of each fee coll ected under
this subsection for adm nistration and col |l ecti on expenses incurred by
it. The remaining proceeds shall be remtted to the custody of the
state treasurer with a proper identifying detailed report. The state
treasurer shall credit the funds to the appropriate collegiate |icense
pl ate fund as provided in RCW 28B. 10. 890.

(4) In addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
application and registration of a notor vehicle, the holder of a
speci al baseball stadium |license plate shall pay an initial fee of
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forty dollars. The departnent shall deduct an anobunt not to exceed

twelve dollars of each fee collected under this subsection for

adm ni stration and coll ection expenses incurred by it. The renaining

proceeds, mnus the cost of plate production, shall be distributed to

a county for the purpose of paying the principal and interest paynents

on bonds issued by the county to construct a baseball stadium as

defi ned in RCW  82. 14. 0485, i ncl udi ng reasonabl y necessary

preconstruction costs, while the taxes are being collected under RCW
82.14.360. After this date, the state treasurer shall credit the funds

to the state general fund.

(5 In addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
renewal of a notor vehicle registration, the holder of a special
basebal | stadiumlicense plate shall pay a fee of thirty dollars. The
departnent shall deduct an anmount not to exceed two dollars of each fee
collected under this subsection for admnistration and collection
expenses incurred by it. The remaining proceeds shall be distributed
to a county for the purpose of paying the principal and interest
paynents on bonds issued by the county to construct a basebal |l stadium
as defined in RCW 82.14.0485, I ncluding reasonably necessary
preconstruction costs, while the taxes are being collected under RCW
82.14.360. After this date, the state treasurer shall credit the funds
to the state general fund.

(6) Effective with vehicle registrations due or to beconme due on
January 1, 2005, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid
upon application and registration of a vehicle, the holder of a
professional fire fighters and paranmedics |license plate shall pay an
initial fee of forty dollars. The departnent shall deduct an anount
not to exceed twelve dollars of each fee collected under this
subsection for adm nistration and coll ection expenses incurred by it.
The remaining proceeds nust be remtted to the custody of the state
treasurer with a proper identifying detailed report. Under RCW
46. 16. 755, the state treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the notor
vehi cl e account until the departnment determ nes that the state has been
rei nbursed for the cost of inplenenting the professional fire fighters
and paranedics |license plates. Upon the determnation by the
departnent that the state has been reinbursed, the treasurer shall
credit the proceeds to the Washington State Council of Fire Fighters
benevol ent fund established under RCW 46. 16. 30902.
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(7) Effective with annual renewals due or to becone due on January
1, 2006, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
renewal of a vehicle registration, the holder of a professional fire
fighters and paranedics |icense plate shall, upon application, pay a
fee of thirty dollars. The departnent shall deduct an anmount not to
exceed two dollars of each fee collected under this subsection for
adm ni stration and coll ection expenses incurred by it. The renaining
proceeds must be remtted to the custody of the state treasurer with a
proper identifying detailed report. Under RCW 46. 16. 755, the state
treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the notor vehicle account until
the departnment determnes that the state has been reinbursed for the
cost of inplenenting the professional fire fighters and paranedics
special license plate. Upon the determ nation by the departnent that
the state has been reinbursed, the treasurer shall credit the proceeds
to the Washington State Council of Fire Fighters benevolent fund
est abl i shed under RCW 46. 16. 30902.

(8) Effective with vehicle registrations due or to beconme due on
Novenber 1, 2004, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid
upon application and registration of a vehicle, the holder of a
"Hel ping Kids Speak" |icense plate shall pay an initial fee of forty
dol |l ars. The departnent shall deduct an anpbunt not to exceed twelve
dol lars of each fee collected under this subsection for adm nistration
and col |l ection expenses incurred by it. The remaining proceeds nust be
remtted to the custody of the state treasurer wth a proper
identifying detailed report. Pursuant to RCW 46.16.755, the state
treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the notor vehicle account until
the departnment determnes that the state has been reinbursed for the
cost of inplenenting the "Hel ping Kids Speak" special |icense plate.
Upon the determnation by the departnent that the state has been
rei nbursed, the treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the "Hel ping
Ki ds Speak" account established under RCW 46. 16. 30904.

(9) Effective with annual renewal s due or to becone due on Novenber
1, 2005, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
renewal of a vehicle registration, the holder of a "Hel ping Kids Speak"
license plate shall, upon application, pay a fee of thirty dollars.
The departnment shall deduct an anmount not to exceed two dollars of each
fee collected under this subsection for adm nistration and coll ection
expenses incurred by it. The remaining proceeds nust be remtted to
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the custody of the state treasurer with a proper identifying detailed
report. Pursuant to RCW 46.16. 755, the state treasurer shall credit
the proceeds to the notor vehicle account wuntil the departnent
determines that the state has been reinbursed for the cost of
i npl ementing the "Hel ping Kids Speak"” special |icense plate. Upon the
determ nation by the departnent that the state has been rei nbursed, the
treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the "Hel ping Kids Speak" account
est abl i shed under RCW 46. 16. 30904.

(10) Effective with vehicle registrations due or to become due on
January 1, 2005, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid
upon application and registration of a vehicle, the holder of a "law
enforcenent nenorial" license plate shall pay an initial fee of forty
dollars. The departnent shall deduct an anmpbunt not to exceed twelve
dol l ars of each fee collected under this subsection for adm nistration
and coll ection expenses incurred by it. The remaining proceeds shal
be remtted to the custody of the state treasurer with a proper
identifying detailed report. Pursuant to RCW 46.16.755, the state
treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the notor vehicle account until
the departnment determnes that the state has been reinbursed for the
cost of inplenmenting the law enforcenent nenorial special |icense
pl at e. Upon the determ nation by the departnent that the state has
been reinbursed, the treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the |aw
enf orcenment nenorial account established under RCW 46. 16. 30906.

(11) Effective with annual renewals due or to becone due on January
1, 2006, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
renewal of a vehicle registration, the holder of a "law enforcenent
menorial” |icense plate shall, upon application, pay a fee of thirty
dol | ars. The departnent shall deduct an anbunt not to exceed two
dol l ars of each fee collected under this subsection for adm nistration
and coll ection expenses incurred by it. The remaining proceeds shal
be remtted to the custody of the state treasurer with a proper
identifying detailed report. Pursuant to RCW 46.16.755, the state
treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the notor vehicle account until
the departnment determnes that the state has been reinbursed for the
cost of inplenmenting the law enforcenent nenorial special |icense
pl at e. Upon the determ nation by the departnent that the state has
been reinbursed, the treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the |aw
enforcement nenorial account established under RCW 46. 16. 30906.
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(12) Effective with vehicle reqgistrations due or to becone due on
January 1, 2006, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid
upon application and registration of a vehicle, the holder of an arned
forces license plate shall pay an initial fee of forty dollars. The
departnent shall retain an anpbunt not to exceed twelve dollars of each
fee collected under this subsection for admnistration and collection
expenses incurred by it. The renmaining proceeds shall be remtted to
the custody of the state treasurer with a proper identifying report.
Pursuant to RCW 46.16.755, the state treasurer shall credit the
proceeds to the notor vehicle account until the departnent detern nes
that the state has been reinbursed for the cost of inplenenting the
arned forces special license plate collection. Upon determ nation by
the departnent that the state has been reinbursed, the treasurer shal
credit the proceeds to the veterans stewardship account established
under section 5 of this act.

(13) Effective with annual renewals due or to becone due on January
1, 2007, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
renewal of a vehicle reqgistration, the holder of an arned forces
license plate shall, upon application, pay a fee of thirty dollars.
The departnent shall deduct an anpbunt not to exceed two dollars of each
fee collected under this subsection for admnistration and coll ection
expenses incurred by it. The remaining proceeds shall be remtted to
the custody of the state treasurer with a proper identifying report.
Pursuant to RCW 46.16.755, the state treasurer shall credit the
proceeds to the notor vehicle account until the departnent detern nes
that the state has been reinbursed for the cost of inplenenting the

arned forces special license plate collection. Upon the determ nation
by the departnment that the state has been reinbursed, the treasurer
shal | credit the proceeds to the veterans stewardship account

established in section 5 of this act.

Sec. 4. RCW46.16.755 and 2004 c 222 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) (a) Revenues generated fromthe sale of special |icense plates
for those sponsoring organi zati ons who used the application process in
RCW 46. 16. 745(3) nust be deposited into the notor vehicle account until
the departnent determnes that the state's inplenentation costs have
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been fully reinbursed. The departnent shall apply the application fee
requi red under RCW 46. 16. 745(3)(a) towards those costs.

(b) Wien it i1s determined that the state has been fully rei nbursed
the departnent nust notify the house of representatives and senate
transportation conmttees, the sponsoring organization, and the
treasurer, and commence the distribution of the revenue as otherw se
provi ded by | aw

(c) For purposes of neeting the reinbursenent requirenents stated
in this section, an organi zati on sponsoring a license plate collection
that includes two or nore license plate designs nust inform the
departnent how the reinbursenent requirenent is to be nmet for that
collection. Unless the state's inplenentation costs have been prepaid,
the sponsoring organization nust elect one of the two follow ng
rei nbursenent options:

(i) The sponsoring organization may elect to dedicate the revenues
fromeach plate in the collection to neet the reinbursenent requirenent
for inplenentation of that individual plate design. If one or nore
plate designs within the collection cannot neet the reinbursenent
requirenent, those specific plates may be placed in probationary status
or discontinued as provided in subsection (2) of this section. Those
plates that neet the reinbursenent requirenent, however, wll continue
to be nmade available for sale by the departnent of |icensing.

(ii) Alternately, the organization my elect to dedicate the
revenues fromall plates to neet a conmon rei nbursenent requirenent for

the collection in its entirety. Al t hough one or nore of the plate
designs wthin the collection cannot neet the reinbursenent
requirenents individually, if the total revenues fromthe sale of al
the plates within the collection are sufficient to neet the entire
collection's reinbursenent requirenents, the conplete collection wll
continue to be nade avail abl e. If revenues are insufficient to neet
the rei nbursenent requirenent for the conplete collection, the entire
collection may be placed on probation or discontinued as provided in
subsection (2) of this section.

(d) Selection of either of the alternatives in (c)(i) or (ii) of
this subsection does not preclude an organization fromreinbursing the
departnent at any tine fromsources other than revenue fromthe sale of

the special license pl ates.
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(2) I'f reinbursenent does not occur within two years fromthe date
the plate is first offered for sale to the public, the special license
pl ate series nust be placed in probationary status for a period of one
year from that date. If the state is still not fully reinbursed for
its inplenmentation costs after the one-year probation, the plate series
must be discontinued i1imediately. Special plates issued before
di scontinuation are valid until replaced under RCW 46. 16. 233.

(3) The special license plate applicant trust account is created in
the custody of the state treasurer. All receipts fromspecial |icense
pl ate applicants, except the application fee as provided in RCW
46. 16. 745(3), mnmust be deposited into the account. Only the director of
the departnent or the director's designee may authorize disbursenents
from the account. The account is not subject to the allotnent
procedures under chapter 43.88 RCW nor is an appropriation required
for disbursenents.

(4) The departnent shall provide the special |icense plate
applicant with a witten receipt for the paynent.

(5) The departnment shall nmaintain a record of each special |icense
pl ate applicant trust account deposit, including, but not limted to,
the nanme and address of each special |icense plate applicant whose
funds are being deposited, the amount paid, and the date of the
deposit.

(6) After the departnent receives witten notice that the speci al
license plate applicant's application has been:

(a) Approved by the legislature the director shall request that the
nmoney be transferred to the notor vehicle account;

(b) Denied by the special l|icense plate review board or the
| egislature the director shall provide a refund to the applicant within
thirty days; or

(c) Wthdrawn by the special license plate applicant the director
shall provide a refund to the applicant within thirty days.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. A new section is added to chapter 43. 60A RCW
to read as foll ows:
(1) The veterans stewardship account is created in the custody of

the state treasurer. Di sbursenments of funds shall be on the
aut hori zation of the director or the director's designee, and only for
the purposes stated in subsection (4) of this section. In order to
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mai ntain an effective expenditure and revenue control, funds shall be
subject in all respects to chapter 43.88 RCW but no appropriation is
required to permt expenditure of the funds.

(2) The depart nment may  request and accept nondedi cat ed
contributions, grants, or gifts in cash or otherw se, including funds
generated by the issuance of the arned forces |license plate collection
under chapter 46.16 RCW

(3) Al receipts, except as provided in RCW 46.16.313 (12) and
(13), fromthe sale of arned forces license plates nust be deposited
into the veterans stewardship account.

(4) Al noneys deposited into the veterans stewardshi p account nust
be used by the departnent for activities that benefit veterans,
including but not limted to, providing prograns and services for
honmel ess veterans; establishing nenorials honoring veterans; and
mai ntaining a future state veterans' cenetery. Funds fromthe account
may not be used to supplant existing funds received by the departnent.

Sec. 6. RCW73.04.115 and 1990 ¢ 250 s 91 are each anmended to read
as foll ows:

(1) The departnment shall issue to the surviving spouse of any
deceased forner prisoner of war described in RCW73.04.110(2), one set
of regular or special license plates for use on a personal passenger

vehicle registered to that person.

(2) The plates shall be issued w thout the paynent of any |icense
fees or excise tax on the vehicle. Wenever any person who has been
i ssued |icense plates under this section applies to the departnent for
transfer of the plates to a subsequently acquired notor vehicle, a
transfer fee of five dollars shall be charged in addition to all other
appropriate fees. If the surviving spouse renmarries, he or she shal
return the special plates to the departnment within fifteen days and
apply for regular license plates.

(3) For purposes of this section, the term"special license plates"
does not include any plate from the arnmed forces license plate
collection established in section 1 of this act.

Sec. 7. RCW 73.04. 110 and 2004 ¢ 223 s 6 and 2004 c 125 s 1 are
each reenacted and anended to read as fol |l ows:
(1) Any person who is a veteran as defined in RCW 41.04.007 who

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submts to the departnent of licensing satisfactory proof of a service-
connected disability rating from the veterans adm nistration or the
mlitary service fromwhich the veteran was di scharged and:

((H)) (a) Has lost the use of both hands or one foot;

((2)) (b) Was captured and incarcerated for nore than twenty-nine
days by an eneny of the United States during a period of war with the
Uni ted States;

((63))) (c) Has becone blind in both eyes as the result of mlitary
service; or

((4))) (d) Is rated by the veterans adm nistration or the mlitary
service fromwhich the veteran was di scharged and is receiving service-
connect ed conpensation at the one hundred percent rate that is expected
to exist for nore than one year;
is entitled to regular or special |icense plates issued by the
departnent of |icensing. The special I|icense plates shall bear
di stingui shing marks, letters, or nunerals indicating that the notor
vehicle is owmed by a disabled veteran or fornmer prisoner of war. This
i cense shall be issued annually for one personal use vehicle w thout
paynent of any |icense fees or excise tax thereon. Wenever any person
who has been issued |icense plates under the provisions of this section
applies to the departnent for transfer of the plates to a subsequently
acquired notor vehicle, a transfer fee of ten dollars shall be charged
in addition to all other appropriate fees. The departnment may
periodically verify the one hundred percent rate as provided in
subsection ((4yr)) (L)(d) of this section.

(2) Any person who has been issued free notor vehicle |icense
pl ates under this section prior to July 1, 1983, shall continue to be
eligible for the annual free |license plates.

(3) For the purposes of this section, (a): "Blind" neans the
definition of "blind" used by the state of Washington in determning
eligibility for financial assistance to the blind under Title 74 RCW._
and (b) "special license plates" does not include any plate from the
arnmed forces license plate collection established in section 1 of this
act .

Any unaut hori zed use of a special plate is a gross m sdeneanor.

Sec. 8. RCW 41. 04. 007 and 2002 c 292 s 2 are each anended to read
as foll ows:
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"Veteran" includes every person, who at the tinme he or she seeks
the benefits of section 1 of this act, RCW 72.36.030, 41.04.010,
73.04.090, 73.04.110, 73.08.010, 73.08.060, 73.08.070, or 73.08.080 has
recei ved an honorabl e discharge or received a discharge for nedica
reasons with an honorabl e record, where applicable, and who has served
in at |least one of the foll ow ng capacities:

(1) As a nenber in any branch of the arned forces of the United
States, including the national guard and arned forces reserves, and has
fulfilled his or her initial mlitary service obligation;

(2) As a nenber of the wonen's air forces service pilots;

(3) As a nenber of the arned forces reserves, national guard, or
coast guard, and has been called into federal service by a presidentia
select reserve call up for at |east one hundred eighty cumul ative days;

(4) As a civil service crewrenber with service aboard a U. S. arny
transport service or U 'S. naval transportation service vessel in
oceangoi ng service from Decenber 7, 1941, through Decenber 31, 1946; or

(5 As a nenber of the Philippine arnmed forces/scouts during the
period of armed conflict from Decenber 7, 1941, through August 15,
1945.

Sec. 9. RCW43.79A. 040 and 2004 ¢ 246 s 8 and 2004 c 58 s 10 are
each reenacted and anended to read as foll ows:

(1) Money in the treasurer's trust fund may be deposited, invested,
and reinvested by the state treasurer in accordance wth RCW 43. 84. 080
in the sanme manner and to the sane extent as if the noney were in the
state treasury.

(2) Al inconme received frominvestnent of the treasurer's trust
fund shall be set aside in an account in the treasury trust fund to be
known as the investnent inconme account.

(3) The investnment incone account may be utilized for the paynent
of purchased banking services on behalf of treasurer's trust funds
i ncl udi ng, but not limted to, depository, saf ekeepi ng, and
di sbursenent functions for the state treasurer or affected state
agencies. The investnent incone account is subject in all respects to
chapter 43.88 RCW but no appropriation is required for paynents to
financial institutions. Paynents shall occur prior to distribution of
earnings set forth in subsection (4) of this section.
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(4)(a) Monthly, the state treasurer shall distribute the earnings
credited to the investnment incone account to the state general fund
except under (b) and (c) of this subsection.

(b) The followng accounts and funds shall receive their
proportionate share of earnings based upon each account's or fund's
average daily balance for the period: The Washington prom se

scholarship account, the college savings program account, the
Washi ngton advanced college tuition paynment program account, the
agricultural local fund, the Anerican Indian scholarship endowrent
fund, the students with dependents grant account, the basic health plan
self-insurance reserve account, the contract harvesting revolving
account, the Wshington state conbined fund drive account, the
Washi ngton international exchange scholarship endowrent fund, the
devel opnmental disabilities endowrent trust fund, the energy account,
the fair fund, the fruit and vegetable inspection account, the future
teachers conditional scholarship account, the gane farm alternative
account, the grain inspection revolving fund, the juvenile
accountability incentive account, the |law enforcenent officers' and
fire fighters' plan 2 expense fund, the local tourism pronotion
account, the produce railcar pool account, the rural rehabilitation
account, the stadium and exhibition center account, the youth athletic
facility account, the self-insurance revolving fund, the sulfur dioxide
abat enment account, the children's trust fund, the veterans stewardship
account, the Washi ngton horse racing comm ssi on Washi ngton bred owners

bonus fund account, the Washington horse racing commssion class C
purse fund account, and the Wshington horse racing conm ssion
operati ng account (earnings fromthe Washi ngton horse raci ng comm ssi on
operating account nust be credited to the Washington horse racing
comm ssion class C purse fund account). However, the earnings to be
distributed shall first be reduced by the allocation to the state
treasurer's service fund pursuant to RCW 43.
